“HANKOY. iu . 
Marine Court of Inquiry.

A warine court of ingulry, to make(n- 
vestigations in conection with the burning 
of the British ateamship “ Hankow,” mas 
held st tho HarhourOflice this morning. The 
Harbour Master, Liout. 0, Beckwith, RN. 
presided, ard the court mas composed of: 
Lout. A, Rutterworth (A.M. 8, ‘*Tamar,") 
Captain E. Boetham (‘* Empress of Endla,") 
Captain O. Hannah, (‘“ Slerra Mo-ana,”) 
and Osptain Mattock (“ Amara. ‘the 
Inquiry was hald st the request of Captain 
ranch, master of the ‘ Finkow.” —
